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DETAILED ACTION 
Duplicate Claim Warning 

Applicant is advised that should claim 30 be found allowable, claims 16,17 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See art rejections below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 15,17,18,20,22,25,28,30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hirokawa et al (JP 200344604; 12/12/00). Hirokawa teaches a liquid 
composition (emulsion) comprising imazosulfuron (sulfonamide / sulfonyl urea) plus 
sodium dioctyl sulfosuccinate (compound of formula I). Hirokawa teaches that 
Soprophor (surfactant) and water can be added to the composition. Hirokawa teaches a 
method of applying the composition to rice (crop or plant) without affecting the growth of 
the rice plant or crop. See abstract. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a \vho!e would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21 ,23,24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Hirokawa et al as applied to claims 15,17,18,20,22.25,28,30-32 above. Hirokawa 

teaches all that is recited in claims 21 ,23,24 except for the composition comprising the 

instant amount of ingredients. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 

the art to determine the optimum amount of ingredients through routine 

experimentation. One would have been motivated to do this in order to develop an 

invention that would have been effective in enhancing rice growth. 

Claim Objection 

Claim 29 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or suggest a liquid 
formulation comprising sodium di-(2-ethylhexyl)sulfosuccinate and iodosulfuron-methyl.
